FIREMEN’S DISPUTE OCCUPY 
ATTENTION OF COUNCIL AGAIN 


ing of Monday—Arrangements Completed for Holding of Judicial 
Investigation into Fires—Other Small Business Disposed of, 


Matters arising out of the firemen’s 
iispute occupied the attention of the 
ity council to some extent at its or- 
dinary meeting on Tuesday night. 
Ald. Kinney questioned certain of the 
minutes of the Monday afternoon 
meeting, saying that the explanation 
of the “Yes” to be given on the ballot 
paper for the plebiscite was not in 
accordance with the amendments that 
he had submitted and which he be- 
lieved were submitted to council 
However, after some discussion it was 
cecided that the minutes could not be 
altered, Ala. Kinney recording his ob- 
jection. 

Fina! arrangements were made for 
holding of the judicial inquiry into the 
fires occurring on February 23 and 
24, and the work of the fire depart 
trent, and an appropriation of $500 
was inade towards the expenses. The 
city solicitor stated that Mr. Justice 
Walsh had consented to qke the in- 
quiry and would endeavor to have his 
report ready by Saturday, as he waa 
due out of the city next week. Mr. 
8. C. Parlee would act as examining 
council for the city. The inquiry 
would commence at 10 a.m. on the 
following day. and anyone was at lib- 
erty to give evidence, or anybody who 
Was aware that any person. could 
throw light on the situation could 
have them summoned to attend. 

Ald. Milton Martin contended that 
it was little use having an incuiry, as 
they were going to take a plebiscite on 
the same question. 

Not Broad Enough 'They Suy 

Alds, Kinney and McCoppen held 
that the inquiry was not broad enough 
and that it should include all the fires 
since February 1, 

Alds. Bush and Pheasey, having 
moved that the inquiry be sanctioned, 
Alds, Kinney and McCoppen proposed 
as an amendment that the inquiry 
should include all fires that had oc- 
curred since February 1. Ald. Kinney 
said that this should be done if it, 


took a month, although he knew that 
certain of the aldermen wanted the 
report by Saturday. 


As another amendment, Ald. H. Mil- 
ton Martin moved that in the sen 
tence, “and the efficiency or lack of 
and the conduct, pnder the circum- 
stances, of the officers and members of 
the present fire brigade at the said 
fires,” the words ‘un@er the circum- 
stances” be deleted. 

Both of these amendments failed to} 
earry and the original motion to au- 
thorize the inquiry was then passed. 

Ald, Bush Asks Meetings 

Some little amusement was caused 
when Aid, Kinney withdrew his pro- 
posal that council should sanction the 
ealling of public meetings to discuss 
the plebiscite. Ald. Kinney said that 
the matter had been well ventilated 
and that on the score of expense the 
meetings might be omitted, 

Whereupon Ald. Bush promptly 
proposed that public meetings should 
be held, as he considered it most es 
sential that the citizens should have 
the opportunity to discuss the sub- 
ject before them. 

Ald. Pheasey seconded, and it was 
decided to call a meeting for Thurs- 
day night at the King Edward school, 
Seuth Side, and for Friday night at 
McKay avenue school. 

To Investigate Claims | 

The city solicitor and the commis-| 
sioners were instructed by the city 
council to investigate and report upon 
several claims made against the city 
for losses alleged to have been sus- 
tained at recent fires, | 

In all the claims jt is stated that the] 
elty 1s responsible owing to the inef- 
ficiency of the fire department. 

These claims were put in by J. A. 
Clarke, these being made up of Pete 
flvo, who asked for $289; Dominick 
Bruzese, who claims $132, and M, 
Scanznse, whose claim is for $52. 

A communication from Bishop and 
Givoux contained a claim from D, J. 
Smith for $15,760 being, the amount 
of damage alleged to have been suf- 
fered by him in a fire on the 6th 
inst., at his residence at 10338 100th 
ntreet. The claim is over and above 
the amount which he recovered in in- 
surance. It is stated in the commu- 
nication that the fire department did 
not appear until 18 minutes after the 
call was given. and they mismanaged 
the matter after they did appear. 

William Thompson claimed the sum 
of $571 for the alleged loss of a Ford 
ear in the 102nd_ street fire. Mr. 
Thompson says that “great negligence! 
en the part of the city council in not! 
providing an adequate and competent 
fighting force of firemen was solely 
the cause of the conflagration becom- 
ing so broad in its scope,” 

School Board Wants $715,000 

Notification was received from the

New Regulation Just Issued Ap- 
plies to Recruiting in 
the R.F.C.

New regulations recently issued by 
the Militia Department, covering draf- 
tees under the Military Service act, 
deprive all young men cf the free 
choice they have hitherto had between 
infantry service and the ai: service, At 
the Royal Flying Corps recruiting 
headquarters a statement was handed 
out yesterday, explaining that these 
rules now make it absolute y necessary 
for men who come withip the provis- 
jon of the Military Service act first to 
join their depot battalion. They may, 
if they are anxious to become aviators, 
make application to the commanding 
officer for their discharge. With that 
officer's consent, they may re-enlist 
with the Royal Flying Corps, 

This change in the regulations, nat- 
urally, presents some difficulties to 
men aspiring to flying officer's rank, 
though .t is felt that any young man 


who possesses the essential qualifica-| 
Flying | 
the} 


tions demanded by the Royal 
Corps, will readily be granted 
chance to enroll, The effect of the new 
regulations will be that an accurate 
record of all draftees will be held 


{by the depot battalions, 


At present, no indications can be 
given as to how this new procedure 
will affect the numbers of recruits ap- 
plying for enrollment in the Royal 
Flying Corps. While the change makes 
it harder for a man to enter the ser- 
vice, it is presumed that the fascina- 
tion and romance attaching to the 
flying man’s work appeal so strongly 
to the Canadian spirit that most men 
will be keen enough to make the ex- 


tra effort to join. This conclusion is 


based on the tact that even though

Will Strikers Assist At Fires ? 
Written vs Their Spoken Word! 


Qualifications of Present Chief 


On Monday next the electors of the City of Edmonton 
will go to the polls and voice their opinions regarding the 
action of the striking firemen of the city. Although the 
time is very short in which to go into many details con- 
cerning the trouble which has been brought about through 
the divergence of opinion lately, yet an effort will be 
made to set a few minds at rest regarding conditions 
generally. 

In Tuesday’s morning newspaper théte appeared a 
statement from the tepresentatives of the strikigg firemen 
to the effect that, from now on, if required, they will help 
the city fight any fires that may occur, This is not the 
first time such an offer has been made; in fact, the men, 
through their representatives, made a verbal offer at the 
public meetings, but when they were asked by the mayor, 
according to Mr, Hyans, to assist in the disastrous early 
morning fire on Sunday they refused. The question to 
be decided now is whether their written word is more 
reliable than their spoken word. 

There are a few citizens who think that Chief David- 
son is a stranger in Edmonton, that he was ‘‘brought in 
from the outside’? and that he has had no experience in 
fire fighting methods and handling a brigade. [t would 
not be amiss to give Chief Davidson's qualifications to 
hold the post he has been appointed to, and in brief the 
following sums up his claim to be chief of Edmonton’s fire 
brigade. 

Born in 1875 in the City of Sherbrooke, Quebec, Mr. 
Davidson’s father was chief of the Sherbrooke fire 
brigade for over forty years, and his first breath was 
taken in No, 1 fire hall. He lived in the fire hall, breath- 
ing the atmosphere of fire fighting and fire equipment, 
until he moved west in 1906, and two days after arriving 
in Edmonton he was made chief of the volunteer fire 
brigade, resigning in Mareh, 1911, For twenty-four 
years continuously he lived amongst firemen, knew by 
experience their methods and learned in the hard school 
of experience what. fire fighting was and meant. 

When he came to Edmonton in 1906 the volunteer 
firemen of that day went out on strike, claiming that he 
was ‘brought in from the outside.’’ If the strike of 1908 
was justified on that ground, then the claim of today muse 
be absurd, for Chief Davidson has always had his home 
here, his wife and family still residing in Edmonton when 
he went to the United States in 1915 for his firm, 

''o hark back to the days of 1906 and the strike then, 
it was felt by the citizens that the time had arrived for 
Edmonton to have a paid fire brigade, and so it fell to 
the lot of Chief Davidson to organize a paid brigade. 
This he did, and the system today stands as a credit to his 
organization ability, for it was not until 1907 that the 
firemen ever saw or knew anything about a fire alarm 
system, and had never heard a fire alarm call sent 0 by 
gong, they being used to phone messages and messengers. 

Chief Davidson remained in charge of Edmonton's 
fire brigade until 1911, when he left the brigade and took 
a position with the Bithulithie Contracting Company, dn 
1915 he was called to St, Paul, Minnesota, and in the fall 
of that year had to go to Boston, where he was given 
charge of the Chicago office, which controlled the terri 
tory from Denver, Colorado, to Detroit, Michigan, and 
from Cincinnati, Ohio, to the Canadian boundary. 

All his life, with the exception of seven years, Chief 
Davidson has been a fireman, He knows the business, 
has the confidence of several of the men who were under 
him in his early days, some of whom have come back te 
him. He retains six of the brigade, who refused to go ow 
on strike with the other men and has now a force of sixtf 
two men, The past week oy so has been one of extreme 
experience, and has gone more to make his new men real 
ize their responsibilities than anything else could have 
done, Given a free hand, Chief Davidson will make a 
suecess of the department. Interfered with and nothimg, 
short of disaster will result,

Taxing Through Monopoly. 

The Minister of Marine has de- 
cided that he will not issue any 
more licenses for salmon canneries 
on the British Columbia ¢oast, and 
by way of equalizing the matter, | 
as he supposes, is to levy a higher | 
license fee upon the-canneries al- | 
ready in operation. From the | 
standpoint of the minister that | 
inay be an easy way of dealing 
with the situation, particularly as 
the canners will be able to make 
the increased fees an excuse for 
marking up the price of salmon un- 
der the monopoly conditions which 
the Minister is good enough to 
establish for them. As for the |

Provincial Credit At Stake.

Nothing 
that is likely to happen could 
strike a harder blow at the stand- 
ing of Alberta in the money mark- 
ets of the world than the an- 
nouncement that the leading cities 
of the Province had defaulted in 
payment of their obligations, That 
blow would be correspondingly 
harder if it were shown that the 
failure of the cities was due to the 
refusal of the Legislature to sane- 
tion and require the collection of 
taxes by the city authorities suf- 
ficient to meet their debts. So far 
as Edmonton is concerned the 
question of whether the city meets 
or does not meet its obligations is 
not a question of whether it can do 
so, but whether its citizens are re- | 
quired to do so.

The efficiency of any fire brigade 
hinges first on the efficiency of the 
fire fighting appliances with 
which they are supplied; and 
second on the use they make of 
those appliances. Edmonton has 
paid for and has been supposed 
to have the most efficient and up- 
to-the-minute fire apparatus that 
“science could devise or money 
supply.’’ The evidence of Sunday 
morning’s fire is that either we 
have not such apparatus, that it is | 


the money markets of the world. 
A Lagislatare which refused to re- 
quire cities to meet obligations 
which they could meet, would 
thereby invite doubts as to how 
much dependance was to be placed 
upon the undertakings of the 
Legislature itself.

alterations means will have to be 
taken to make some public ex- 
planation of the amendments on 
the authority of the civic officials. 
Even if published as they stand, no 
one but a lawyer could read these 
amendments into the city charter 
so as to arrive at an intelligent 
conception of their import. A series 
of public meetings would pro- 
bably be the most effective way 
to make clear to the citizens just 
what the changes are for, and 
what practical effect they will 
have in the administration of 
affairs.

WINNIPEG BROADENS 

BASIS OF TAXATION 


From Winnipeg Free Press: 

An important step in the direction 
of cha. ging the basis of taxation was 
made at an informal meeting of the 


elty council yesterday afternoon 
when the council pra cally decided 
that on the existing rate of a 17-mill 
tax 10 mills only should be = on real 
estate, and the ot) seven mills or 
incomes over a ce 1 amount, 

At the present time the city ts as- 
sessed at $253,000,000, and on a 17- 
mill rate on real estate the city de- 
rives $4,300,000. The net city reve- 


nue from all sources is approximately 
$5,400,000, the difference between 
that amount and the total raised from 
real estate being made up from = 4 
business tax which brings in $331,000 
and taxes from licenses and miscel- 
laneous sources. If the proposed ad- 
justment of taxation jis carried into 
effect it wil mean that real estate, 
intead of paying $4,309,000, will only 
pay approximately 2,530,000, while 
the difference of $1,770,000 will have 


to be raised fre other sources, prin- 
cipally from a tax on incomes over 
a certain amount. 

The municipal tax, or tax on pro 


perty owners, would he raised on the 
basis of benefit received, and it would 
take care of the construction and 
maintenance of streets, the matinten- 
ance of the fire department, the pro- 
tection of persons and property, and 
the cost of the administration of the 
city. The general national tax, 
which is proposed to be levied on In- 
comes, would, on the other hand, pro- 
vide for the sehool board levy, the 
health department. the maintenance 
of lUbraries, hospitals, parks, chart- 
ties, ete. 


PRAIRIE PROVINCE PRODUCTS 
From Monetary ‘Times: 

For four months of the crop year 
for the grains and 12 months for live- 
stock dairy products and wool, the 
thre prairie provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, have re- 
ceived $364,000,000 and have a lot of 
produce still to sell, 

Wheat has made an unusual show- 
ing, due not only to the high fixed 
price, but to the largest percentage 
(nearly 75 per cent) of No. 1 Northern 
and better. 

The Manitoba Free Press estimate 
of the crop in September last was 
214,000,000 bushels, and s6 far, there 
has been no valid reason for altering 
that estimate. This would leave 102, 
013,000 uninspected. Of that amount 
some 20,000,000 is in interior eleya- 
tors, and at least 56,500,000 in transit. 
This leaves 75,000,000 bushels in the 


hands of farmers, of which 25,000,000 | 


will be required for seed, leaving 60,- 
000,000 still to come forward. As the 
price is fixed, there is no difficulty in 
arriving at the value of the uninspect 
ed grain. Taking it at the price of 

2.18, No. 2 Northern basis, it is worth 
$222,288,340, bringing the total value 
of the wheat crop aione to at least 
$460,0797,500.95. The actual wheat 
inspected is larger than for the same 
period last year, and, in addition, has 
the advantage of the high fixed price. 

The crop of all coarse grains is 
emall, and this comes out strikingly 
in the small amounts of coarse grains 
inspected compared with 1916. The 
price for these has been high, and the 
amount received large,

B.C. CASES IN THE 
SUPREME COURT 


Ottawa, Feb. 26-—Two British Co 
lumbia cases were before the supreme 
court yesterday. In the first, that of 
Arnold vs. the Dominion Trust com- 
pany, the appeal was from the court 
of appeal for British Columbia. The 
question in issue was whether $75, 
090, being part of the proceeds from 
life insurance on the life of William 
Robert Arnold, deceased, belonged to 
the appellants (the widow and infant 
children of the deceased), or consti 
tuted part of the general estate, The 
trial judge dismissed the appellant's 
action with costs and the British Co 
lumbia court of appeal dismissed the 
appellants’ appeal, the court being 
equally divided
